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| JMIUSALEM, Dec. 5.—Wo left Cairo 
•with many regrets. 
It has so many 


points of interest and is altogether eo 
fas< inating a place tli.it it seems to mo 
everybody must Inav* it. after but a 
nhort stay like ours, feeling that he 
mast return to it and feast hi? observa- 
tion anew. I can hardly expect to do 
this. 
i Taking individual objects in Cairo, 
next to the liouluk museum, the citadel 
of the mosque of Hchemet Ali interested 
me the most. It is a line structure of 
alabjiBter, combining, so good judges 
thin I;, all the best features of Moorish 
arc! iilecture. The view from this won- 
derful buildin j commands a scene never 
to be forgotten. A few miles off stands 
the obelisk of which a mate is the most 
valued adornment of Central park. Tho 
soun'c of the Tast supply of stones out 
of v hich the Pyramids wore erected is 
Bet!i in yonder distant quarries. Be- 
neath one's feet are tho myriad sights 
Bnd sounds of tho groat city. Of all tho 
BCCIIO the placid jKile longest detains the 
eye. Rhodu, the island said to have been 
tho place where I'haraoh's daughter 
fouiiilMoses.isvicwed with all the greater 
pleasure on account of this tradition. 
Near the city the country presents a 
'verilint appearance. 
To tho nnrth nro 


green fields and a flat expanse of land. 
Tho distant soutli is desert, beginning 
seemingly where tho giants Ghizeh and 
Sakl.arah raiso their venerable heads. 
Nearer Cairo than those Pyramids and 
their lesser companions are the ruins of 
Memphis. 
1 Of tho inhabitants of Cairo tho Mo- 
han, rncdans arc, of cour&o, the most nu- 
merous. What everybody notices who 
sees Cairo is the large number of mosques 
built for tho faithful and tho earnest 
pict.t of followers of the wonderful Arab 
teacher, who aro always ready to re- 
spond when the call to prayer is heard. 
Tho Coptic population is Christian and 
apparently well to do, as they present a 
superior appearance. Cairo has an o!d 
town and a new town. With the excep- 
tion of tho people ono sees, which pre- 
sent tho same variety of appearance in 
both, there is a great difference between 
the two. 
Now Cairo looks French. 


I think this word describes it the best. 
It has wide squares, fountains, gardens, 
Well watvltnl loads, areadca and rowo of 
jneat and pretty dwelling houses. Old 
Cairo has narrow streets, in which ono 
must look keenly about him to insure his 
not lieing roughly jostled by a sturdy 
port< r, whoso load may be a heavy one 
of rugs or carpets, vessels filled with 
water, or what not. 


I Among tho commonest objects on 
the street are strings of camels loaded 
with fuel and produce. 
They aro led by 


a swarthy Arab dressed in a flowing 
dress of white. The children one sees— 
dear little brown creatures—have no 
'clothing or next to none, and it is pitiful 
to sou how many of them are sufferers 
from weak eyes. In striking contrast 
with them in tho matter of clothing is 
the woman 
wrapped in voluminous 


draperies, who ambles along on donkey 
back, Her face is covered with a white 
veil. The most useful vehicle apparent- 
ly is (ho bullock cart, but porters, asses 
and camels do a great deal of the busi- 
ness of carrying. 
Carriages built in 


Eurojie aro occupied by wealthy foreign- 
ers and native officers of rank and their 
ladies. Common objects—the emblems 
of Kgypt's financial weakness and of 
England's financial supremacy in the 
country—are British soldiers, who swag- 
ger as they walk, after their fashion 
ever\ where. 
I Tho bazars are where the 
indolent 


Arab is seen in his quiescent glory, pipe 
in hand, in conversation with another 
Arab, who might be his brother, so 
closely does he resemble him, or negoti- 
ating with a customer on the business 
prine iple.wbich is not unheard of in other 
cities than Cairo, of getting as much as 
he possibly can for his wares. His place 
of business,in the famous bazars,is in nar- 
row streets where stalls extend in rows 
of low roofed houses on the ground floors. 
This is the arrangement most frequently 
seen. Religious duties are recognized in 
the presence of Koranic texts on the 
walls of the establishment, the propri- 
etor of which sits cross legged on cush- 
ions. When the call to prayer is heavd 
and the Arab merchant rises from his 
seat to obey, it is seen that the ceiling of 
the bazar in its height scarcely exceeds 
las o» u. Ai tieles for sale at an Oriental 
stall need no description. 


I What pleased me vastly was to see 
various Arab artificers at work in the 
quarters provided for them. We might 
make a fair imitation of a bazar at 
Cairo in getting up a church entertain- 
ment; but it would be impossible to re- 
produce the solemn artist busily making 
a Turkish slipper or putting together the 
parts of a dainty pipe. Need I say that 
the ladies of our party found the bazars 
the best available substitute for Broad- 
way or Sixth avenue? My inexperience 
presents no conjecture as to the real 
value of the articles they bought in 
them. 


Cairo I take with me for the rest of 


my life, unless I lose my memory, which 
I trust will never refuse to reproduce its 
•vivid scenes and renew one of the great- 
est enjoyments of the trip. 


1 We were hurried from the city some 
nine hours before the time when wo ex- 
pected to leave it, taking the cars at 9 
in the morning by the Egyptian railroad, 
bound for Ismailia. We found this place 
rather disappointing in the right way. 
Its streets are broad and well paved and 
lined with rows of trees and gardens 
grateful to the sight and cooling and re- j 
freshing in an eminent degree. We had [ 
scarcely time to observe these tilings be- 
fore going aboard the little steam launch, | 
•which carries the mail from Port Said . 
via the Suez canal. To reach Ismailia 
we crossed the Land of Goshen, in which 
Dr. Talmage found references to his 
Bible in order. 
It was indeed interest-1 


ing to i ecall.the residence of the Israelites [ 
as tho honored guests of the .Egyptian 


king in that fertile land, especially "so as 
we noticed the contrast it presents still 
in its ri ;h and productive soil to the great 
Btretch( s of desert country in close prox- 
imity to it. 


As wo rattled along on our journey, 


Pithon, tho newly excavated trwisuro 
city, was pointed out by one of thiy 
party. Wo saw, too, the site of the Imt- 
tlo of Tul el Kebir, where is a tiny grave- 
yard, the long home of heroic English: 
officers and soldiers who fell in that his- 
toric battle. Dr. Talmage contrasted the 
magnificently appointed trair, fn which 
we wci o riding with the humble means 
of conveyance possessed by tho little 
party of three who passed over tho same, 
or neatly tho same, country on their | 
way of "Hcapc from tho king, who sought 
tho young child's life.

said, we took passage on the steam 
launch which was to convey us to Port 
Said. The craft lay in waiting, and in 
a few minutes after we had left the 
train our party and baggage were on 
board. Five minutes later and we were 
oif, cutting tho waters of tho grand 
canal constructed by the genius of Do 
Lessens. No person, I think, who has 
not seen tho Suez canal can have any 
adequate idea of the magnitude of this 
triumph over difficulties of the most dis- 
couraging sort. To redeem land from 
tho desert and make it an easy avenue 
of commerce was what Do Lesseps un- 
dertook and accomplished. 


Wo made about fifteen miles an hour 


speed on our journey from Ismailia to 
Port Said, which occupied four hours in 
all. Our progress was assisted by a stiff 
breeze from the Mediterranean. 
Tho 


weather was cool and Dr. Talmage sat 
in full winter costume, a steamer rug 
covering his feet tho whole time. He 
evidenced tho greatest interest in the 
canal, listening eagerly to all who had 
any >nl urination regarding u to uutii- 
municate. Comparing tho canal with 
tho Pyr unids, ho observed how useless 
were the ono as compared v/illi tho 
other. In his estimation the Panama 
canal will bo even a mightier success i 
than that of De Lesseps. "Those who i

Said. It was early in the evening when 
we reached the last named place, disem- 
barking by torchlight. The manner in 
which our baggage was carri--d to the 
hotel was uniiiMiigly DON el in our Ameri- 
can eyes. It was borne by the natives, 
and the modus operand! wan as follows: 
Placing one trunk on the top of another, 
as it appeared without regard to their 
size, the porter threw n rope across the 
the tup.

Then, catcliing hold 
of one fid of the rope with each hand, 
he pulled down the trunks close to his 
back, managing at tho same time to take 
a gripsai I: in each hand.

I look the 
trouble to ascertain how tlicy were paid 
for their labor, and Irarned that the ho- 
tel proprietor rewarded them each with 
lialf a piaster, wliich is equal to two and 
a half cents. With wages at this figure,

informed, they were

paid men, and 
in considera- 


tion of this fact, cordially increased 
their woi k by carrying baggage up stairs 
and depositing it in the rooms without 
cxtia charge. 
IS very one of us felt sorry 


that the poor fellows liad left the hotel 
before wi. could get an opportunity to in- 
crease th" allowance they had received. 
Expressing our senliinenu to the land- 
lord on this occasion we wcra informed 
by that person of the mistake we were 
making in commiserating 
the men; 


"for," dai J he, "they havo earned enough 
carrying yuur trunks mid valises for a 
full day's board." Dr. Tuliuage there- 
upon suggested that one of tho great ad- 
vantages of travel in foreign lands is to 
make one very well satisfied with our 
own. 
Is'olhiiig showed more, ho thought, 


how execrable is tho behavior of those 
who try f j upset our institutions than to 
eec how miserably they have tilings in 
e.mntriis from which these would bo 
revolutionists have come. "As for me," 
lie added. "I would rather be a donkey 
in America than u king in Egypt."

It con 
tains almost nothing on its earthen floor 
His wardrobe consists of one garment 
and ono quilt is his only bed. Dates are 
a staple article in his frugal diet, which 
consists besides of unleavened bread, 
vegetables eaten raw and milk which lie 
drinks sour, The wife of his bosom is 
no better off than ho, excepting that she 
is spared some of the nbuso which he en- 
counters in the outside world. Her sol- 
itary garment, -xc-eiiting tho veil she 
wears, is cleaned with a piece of earth, 
and much of her time is taken up in ac- 
tive and, I hope, successful attempts to 
kill the fleas which haunt her attire.

Seeing there was no chance to 
render his family assistance, he H i d to 
the nearest station, which was live uiili'3 
distant, for help. 


The Indians made prisoners of hi:! 


wife and children, tho eldest a boy U 
years old, and, knowing DavR-ss "had 
escaped, they soon left with their pris-

Heating Railroad and Street Cars. 


Tests of a new system of heating aro 


being conducted by the company own- 
ing the patent in Baltimore. The prin- 
ciple of the new system is tho storage of 
heat and its use as required. It is de- 
signed for use on passenger and street 
cars and for heating purposes generally. 
At the company's shops two iron boxes 
have been fitted up, and some mystor, 
ious substance, in which tho heat is 
stored, has been placed in them. 
From 


these issue four inch iron pipes, contain- 
ing tho same mysterious substance. 
They extend around the room and aid 
the iron boxes in disseminating heat. 
These boxes aro filled with steam for 
several minutes, and cj'tor it is cut off 
tho temperature of tho hp.it, strange to 
say, increases rather than falls. A satis- 
factory test was ruodo the other day. 
At that time the temperature in tho 
street was 80 dogs. In the building it 
was 40 clegs. The steasu was cut off fif- 
teen minutes after being turned on. Tho 
temperature of the room was then 70 
degs. Ten minutes later the tempera- 
ture had gone up to 73 degs. Aftor half 
an hour there had been no change. Olio 
hour and a half after steam was cut off 
it was 70 degs.—New York Telegram.

head of the scientific investigators of 
animal magnetism, mesmerism, or hyp- 
notism, as it is now called. Dr. Charcot 
prefers the name hypnotism because it 
docs not commit to any theory. 


Charcot defines hypnotism to be sleep 


artificially 
produced 
by mechanical 


means, lie writes in The Forum of his 
experiments on human beings with a 
cold bloodudness that only the scientific 
man is able to attain. His experiments 
aie always conducted with hysterical 
subjects, for one reason, because the 
practice of hypriotizution is by no means 
fiee from danger, though what especial 
grudge he has at hysterical subjects, and 
on that account selects them for his 
operations, he does not explain. 


In producing the hypnotic mate, the 


u<ual method is for the patiuiit to sit 
quietly while the professor in /do some 
email, shining object like a bilver coin 
in front of and hlightly above his eyes 
and four to six inches away from them. 
The patient gazes steadily on the object.

would immediately act like a drunken 
person. His five senses seem also to be 
quickened in some abnormal way.

much science has learned of the mys- 
tery of hypnotism. 


French Industrial Schools. 


Beyond a doubt the educated man or 


woman of the future will be he or she 
who can do something that will ho of 
uso to mankind. Tho new education 
will therefore be one of the trained hand 
and eye, with comparatively lillle of 
euipty book stuffing. 


Realizing this, France has gone far 


ahead of other nations in providing in- 
dustrial schools for tho children of the 
common people. A child is taken into 
the school at two yearsold. It is put into 
a kindergarten, and treated with the ut- 
most care and tenderness. Training at 
first is of tne eye, hand and muscles in 
general. The child is taught form, color, 
niid the use of tools. 
A midday lunch- 


eon is furnished hot for two cents 
It is 


given free to those who cannot pay. 


Connected with the industrial schools 


are vast cabinets, in which human trades 
are shown in all stages. The cotton in- 
dustry is exhibited in all its phases, from 
the seed and boll of the cotton plant to 
the woven goods. 
In this way, by ob- 


ject lessons, in which vast storehouses 
of treasure are shown to tho learner, les- 
eons are taught. No books at all are 
used till a comparatively advanced stage 
of the education is reached, then the pu- 
pils pass with infinite regret to the stage 
of book learning. 


When they take their places in the 


world of work, eye and hand have al- 
ready been trained, and they understand 
the use of tools. There are 
indeed 


among these government schools those 
in which trades are learned, and the boy 
or girl goes from school fully equipped 
with an occupation.

THE INFLUENZA. 


In many respects the epidemic disease 


known by the name as influenza is oun of 
the most remarkable of all the ills that flesh 
is heir to. Its history goes farther back llian 
that of an; other form of epidemic— it is lim- 
ited to no country or latitude, hut has often 
spread over the whole habitable globe, being 
a true pandemic, or, at all events, more so 


PS. 
In this widespread form it occttred in 


n3.>-:;:5, 1707, 1781-82, i«i2-:i. ISSO-M, 
lS:l(i-:J7, 1847-48 1851-32, 1855, 1857-58 and 
1874-75 ; and there have been many inlei- 
outbreaks in more limited localities. 


There is no regularity or periodicity in its 


suceosive appearance, it does not seem to be 
influence I by SBUSDII or climate, and 
its 


spread does not sei-in to be due to an infec- 
tion which operates like that of other spread- 
in™ diseases. 
U often seems to travel from 


east lo wst, by which it is only meant that 
its successive appearance in different places 
is in that order, as lias been the case in a 
general way in the present outbreak, the 
flcsl news of which came from Russia. It 
has hovrt-ver, been known to appear in pre- 
cisely the reverse order, and in this country 
it has progressed in some epidemics from 
south to north, and mothers from north to 
south. Sometimes it spreads with wonder- 
ful rapidi'y, appearing almost at once over 
hundreds of square milesof tenitoty, so tbat 
it is impossible to suppose that it has been 
conveyed by any form of Imman Intercourse 
while again it seems to travel slowly and de- 
liberately. 


The most curious outbreaks have occurred 


on board ships while cruising, as for instance 
in an English ship of war in the West Indies 
in 1857, where almost all the crew were af- 
fected with it, although there had been no 
communication with the shore. As to its 
causation, or mode of propagation, we know 
almost nothlnz. There is at present no rea- 
son to either affirm or deny that It is due to 
any fi»m of micro organism, and it is very 
difficult tusay wilhregird to apartieular case 
as to whether it is the true influenza or only 
an ordinary bad cold with some fever ; so 
that it is (inly when many cases have appear- 
ed in the c mrse of two or three days that phy- 
sicians venture to assert positively that the 
disease is present. 


There li, as yet, m known m;am of shun- 


ning it, anil it is therefore useless to take 
special pi ecautions against it. 


It. is not in iuelf A duu^orous ftfl ictiau,but, 


while it lasts, especially if acute, it is a very 
disagreeable companion, and in fceble per- 
sons it is int iinfr-qti -ntly l«',al, a? the death 
records of New York. 1'lilU'Jelp'ii.i, 
and 


other cities for ths last two weeks luar wit- 
ness. 


I' is not in any way a filth diseis'1, has no 


relations to sewer s^s or water-supply, can- 
not be kept out by quarantins.and can lnrd- 
Iv be tis^l as an argument for any 
patent 


sanitary applance. Altojether, it is quite 
unique in its way, and serves to remind us 
that our boisted progress in hygiene, and 
medical Selene;, is slill vjry limited in its 
scope. 


THE GROWLER. 


KniTOii (i \ZKTTK :— I have frequently no- 


ticod that there are a goodly number of ir- 
rosponsil'le growlers in this world and one 
of them, al least, resides in Bristol. 
In the 


mviii but little attention is paid to them, no 
more in tact than a large sized mastiff would 
give to a barking puppy, but when the growl- 
ing is about everything and everybody and 
is kept up day after d.iy it becomes monoto- 
nous and tiresome. 


A new^paper growler is just as big a nuis- 


ance as any other kind and a chronic case 
deserves no more consideration than is ac- 
corded lo a common scold. 


The people of this community for several 


months have been treated to a daily dose in 
the columns of livery Evening to derogatory 
remarks concerning this town. 
Some of our 


best citizens have been maligned, their mo- 
tives impugned, and their characters black- 
ened. The town itself Ims been characterized 
as unhealthy, its streets miserable, its police 
ineflicient, its councilman fools, clowns and 
knaves. This stud comes from the pen of a 
person who has only lived in the borough 
ahout two years and whose opportunities for 
knowine the people here and their wants 
and desires has for that and other reasons 
been extremely limited. 


Lately the members of Council have for 


some reason, increased the wrath of this 
growling editor of your evening cotcnipo- 
rary. They do not need any defence from 
attacks from such a source. 
As a body the 


Council is composed of reputable men, who 
do their duty to the best of their iilrilily. 
Among its members are some of Bristol's 
leading professional 
men and merchants, 


ithers are skilled mechanics and honest toil- 
ers: they were chosen by the people because 
of the confidence reposed in them. Some 
li ive licen members of the Council for years 
and have given satisfaction to their constit- 
uents. 
They have long been identified with 


the town and have labored for its best inter- 
ests. 
They are presumed to know what the 


town nee Is and what it can afford to gel. 
They have s<cri it continue to grow from 
year to year in wealth and population, and 
lh"j have kept the public improvements up 
to tiiat growth as far as they have deemed 
advisable. 
Notwithstanding the assertions 


of the chronic growler the town is a very 
healthy one, its streets are in better condi- 
tion than most towns of its size and wealth, 
its pol ce preserve good order, its street 
lights are excellent and its fire department 
away above the average 
Uach year Council 


adds to the improvements made by the pre- 
ceding one. 
More streets are put in condi- 


tion,more lights arc added and Iheefficiency 
of each department strengthened. 
These 


facts, and they are solid facts, prove that 
the abuse heaped upon the members of Coun- 
cil by the evening paper is wholly unwar- 
ranted and uncalled for.

w i t h as the law directs, that i.s a pretty good 
police force of itself. 
The Borough Charter 


confers upon the Cu'uieilinen the authority 
t u a e t as policemen. Now when you take 
into consideration that we have twelve Coun- 
cfrmen, and next year they will be increased 
to sixteen, and tour constables i:n addition, 
will be elected by the people—one in each 
ward—don t you think it will he unnecessary 
to swear in any men as extra police? 
Hut 


it appears to ue necessary lo have men ap- 
pointed as policemen to act in cases of em- 
ergency. 
The question is, how many is 


necessary, anil what compensation should 
they receive for their services? 
In settling 


Ibis question reference should be had to oilier 
Boroughs similar to ours. 


r'or the purpose of ascertaining these facts 


I wrote to the police and others whom I knew 
in sundry Boroughs, requesting an answer 
to the following interogatories : 
How many 


inhabitants have you in your Borough ? How 
many policemen do you employ V What is 
their monthly pay ? Do they do night duty? 
Have you a chief of police, if so, what is his 
duty and compensation ? 1 received the fol- 
lowing answers : 


York, York County, Pa., has 22.500 inhab- 


itants. 
Kniploys sixteen policemen, on duty 


day and night, by turns. 
Pay $40 per 


month ; no perquisites. 
No chief of police. 


York is a railroad town, situated on the Sus- 
quehana river. 


Chambcrsburg, Adams County, has 8,000 


inhahitanls. 
Has Ihree policemen, pay $40 


per month. 
One chief of police, whose duty 


is fror_ 7 a. m. to 6 p. m., pay $45 per month. 
The three men are on duly at night 'till four 
o clock in the morning. 


Sunbury, Northumberland County, has 


8,500 inhabitants. 
Employs two regular 


policemen, on duty from 7 a. in. to 7 p. m. 
Pay $40 per month. 
No chief of police. 


Easton, Northampton County, has 20,000 


inhabitants. 
Has one day and nine night 


policemen at ijitiO per month. 
Chief of police 


$"5 per month. 


Bethlehem, Northampton County. 
Popu- 


lation 10,000. 
Has three policemen, who go 


on duty at 10 o'clock at night, and remain 
'till 4 in the morning. 
Pay $45 per month. 


One chief of police, who is on duly from <i 
a. in. until 10 p. m. 1'ay $45 per month. 


West Chester has, 10,000 inhabitants. Has 


six police and one chief of police. Two are 
on duty from 0 a. m. to 5 p. in., and four on 
night duty from 7 p. m. to 5 a. m. Pay $50 
a month. 
The chief is required to be on 


duty part of the night to see that the town is 
properly lighted, and report if any lights 
give out. 
His pay is $L>2.50 a month. 


Chester has 22,000 inhabitants. 
IIa.s one 


chief, whose duty is to regulate and oversee 
the duties of the police and report all viola- 
tions of Borough ordinances to the proper 
authorities. 
His pay is $'J30 a year. There 


are fourteen men on regular police duly—7 
for day services and 7 for night. They arc 
paid $50 a month. 


Columbia lias a population of 8,500. 
Has 


a police force of four men. 
Pay $40 a month. 


Now, 
in looking over the answers received 


it seems lo me that three men ought to be a 
sufficient police force for our Borough when 
you tnke into consideration the strong re- 
serve foice we have in our body of Council- 
men, located as they are in every ward ; who 
can be called upon for help in cases of em- 
mcrgency. To have a good police force it is 
necessary to appoint conscientious men who 
will discharge their duty without favor or 
partiality. To have such a force they should 
receive a compensation of $500 each per 
annum, and be held to a strict account for 
the faithful performance of their duties,
